REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts do not show an electrical 
connector housing comprising a fuse circuitry module formed integrally with a relay circuitry 
module to form a layer, which is provide below a connector circuitry module. The fuse circuitry 
module contains a plurality of first downwardly projecting strips, the relay circuitry module 
contains a plurality of second downwardly projecting strips, and the connector circuitry module 
contains a plurality of third downwardly projecting strips, wherein the first, second, and third 
downwardly projecting strips being connected by welding so that the fuse, relay, and connector 
circuitry modules are electrically connected to each other.
